Claims 1 -1 0 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1-10, the prior art of record does not teach, in combination with the other 
features of claim 1, a body having a through bore adapted to receive the rod for sliding 
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movement therein, the body having a recess laterally intersecting said through bore, a 
clamp removably situated in the recess and having a bore aligned with the through 
bore, said clamp having a circumferential discontinuity so that its bore size can change 
from a first size larger than the rod to a second size smaller than the rod, and tightening 
means for changing the clamp size from said fist size to said second size.
